Russian  Army  Now  Fully  Mo- 
bilized and  on  Way  to  the 
Frontier— Reports  of  Naval 
Encounters. 


LONnON,  Aug.  19.— 1:20  a.m.— It  is 
offKlally  stated  In  Paris,  that  the  mobil- 
ization of  the  Austrian  army  was  ac- 
compauloil  by  much  dlssorder,  and  even 
mutiny,  in  many  places  owing  to  the 
unpopularity  of  the  war  among  many 
classes  of  the  people.  This  information 
is  conveyed  in  a  Paris  dispatch  to  The 
Dally  Telegraph,  which  continues:  "In 
many  parts  of  Austria  enthusiasm  for 
the  war  Is  completely  lacking,  and  the 
people  complain  bitterly  agalnBt  Bpend- 
ang  hinnri  nnrt  money  in  a  useless  cauae."

Seat  of  Belgian  Government  Taken  From  Brussels  to  Antwerp

Severe  Fighting  on  Saturday 
and  Sunday  in  Region  in 
Front  of  Brussels — Latter 
City  Abandoned. 


LONDON.  Aug.  19.  (3:30  a.m.)— The 
Dally  Express  oorrespondeni,  a  Belgian 
whn  wan  expollwl  on  Monday  according 
to  the  Belgian  Gov«*rnment's  decision  tp 
allow  no  outside  newspapermen  lifi  Bel- 
glum,  arrived  In  Ostend  yesterday  and 
sent  the  following  dispatch  to  his 
paper: 

"The  great  battle  may  be  said  to  have 
started  on  .Saturday,  when  an  attack 
was  madii  on  the  French  positions  south 
ofthc  rl;^er  Meuse.  near  Dlnunt.  This 
feint  attacH,wltl»out  much  weight,  was 
beaten  batjk.  .  On  Saturday  the  real 
German  attack  began  in  an  attempt  to 
strike  toward  Waterloo  and  France. 
Tho  battle  siarterl  with  the  pushing 
forward  of  cavalry  supported  by  in-

••Thl.-j  entire  force?,  as 'ip(»i  MS  it  «aipe 
in  contact  with  tbe  Belgians,  was  tIt- 
tually  surrounded,  and  its  advance 
guard  exterminated.

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WERE   GERMAN   CRUISERS 

Two    War     Tessels     Tbst    Were    Taken 
Into  Hongkong  In  Crippled  Condi- 
tion— ^Hames   Hot   Made   Known 


SHANGHAI,  Aug,  IS. — Two  German 
cruisers  have  been  disabled  and 
brought  into  Hongkong,  Confirmation 
of  this  fact  w!is  received  here  today, 
The  deckworks,  the  turrets  and  the 
barbettes  of  the  two  cruisers  were  de- 
molished and  their  masts  and  funnels 
had  been  shot  away.  Their  sides  ,  were 
wtaincd  with  blood  which  had  run 
through    the   scuppers. 

Owing  to  the  rigid  censorship  estab- 
ilsbed  by  the  British  authorities  at 
Hongkong  it  is  Impossible  yet  to  ob- 
tain the  names  of  the  German  cruisers.

MKXICO  CITY,  Aug.  18. — Perfect  or- 
der has  been  maintained  in  tho  capi- 
tal since  its  occupation  by  the  Consti- 
tutionalists. The  call  for  the  delivery 
within  eight  days  of  arms  In  the  pos- 
session of  the  inhabitants  Is  meeting 
with   a  general   acquiescence. 

It  was  decided  today  to  search  pas- 
senger and  freight  trains  leaving  the 
capHal  in  order  to  guard  against  the 
shipment  of  arms  to  tha  oataide  dis- 
tricts.

"Very  grave  events  vitally  affecting 
the  intPi-ests  of  all  HIs  Majesty's  do- 
minions have  transpired  since  the  un- 
fortunate   outbreak    of   war. 

"It  is  immediately  Imperative  for  my 
Ministers  to  take  t-xtraordinar'y  meas- 
ures for  the  defence  of  Canada  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  honor  and  in- 
tegrity of  o>ir  Kmplre.  With  reference 
to  such  of  lliese  measures  as  may  re- 
quire tlie  sanction  and  approval  of 
Parliament,  the  necessary  legislative 
proposals  will  l>o  submitted  for  your 
consideration.  Other  Q.ills  authorizing 
additional  measures  which  are  essen- 
tial for  the  public  safety  also  will  be 
presented    to    yon    without    delay. 

"Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
estimates  will  be  laid  before  you  to 
provide  for  expenditure  which  has 
been  or  may  be  caused  by  the  outbi-eak 
of    hostilities. 

"Honorable  gentlemen  of  the  Senate; 
gentlemen  of  th«  Bouse  of  Commons: 
Tlie  critical  iieriod  ui)On  which  we 
liave  Just  entered  has  aroused  to  the 
ftiil  the  patriotism  and  loyalty  wliich 
always  have  actuated  the  Canadian  peo- 
ple. From  every  Province,  and  Indeiid 
from  every  community,  tlie  response  to 
the  call  of  duty  has  been  all  that  could 
be  desired.  The  spirit  which  thus  ani- 
mates Canada  inspires  also  His  Majes- 
ty's dominions  throughout  the  world, 
and  wo  may  be  assured  that  unltfd  ac- 
tion to  repel  the  common  danger  will 
not  fail  lo  strengthen  the  ties  that  bind 
together  those  vast  dominions  In  the 
possession  and  enjoyment  of  the  bless- 
ings of  British  liberty.  As  representa- 
tive of  His  Majesty  the  King,  I  must 
add  my  expression  of  thanks  and  admi- 
ration for  the  splendid  sjilrit  of  pa- 
triotism and  generosity  that  has  been 
displayed  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  Dominion."' 
Xonse  Adjonma 

By  3:30  o'clock  the  Impressive  pro- 
ceedings In  the  Upper  House  had  ter- 
minated and  the  members  were  l>ack  in 
their  places.  At  ;i:45  o'clock  Premier 
Borden  moved  the  adjournment  of  the 
House  until  tomorrow,  when  tlio  debate 
on  the  speecli  from  the  throne  will  be 
taken  up.

Two  Qaestlona 
Two  acutely  uncurtain  factors  remait 
to  be  weighed  and  determined,  and 
until  some  battle  shall  have  given  sonio 
light  on  them  there  will  he  no  settled 
frame  of  mind  in  this  country.  These 
arc  whether  tho  French  army  is  better 
than  it  was  In  1870,  and  whether  tha 
Russian  army  Is  better  than  it  was  l:i 
the  Japanese  war.  There  Is  great  con- 
fidence here  in  the  French  general  staff 
and  great  Interest  in  the  adaptability 
the  Frencli  h.ive  shown  in  the  last  de- 
cade for  sport,  and  keen  respect  for 
l"rench    bravery.

So  far  as  their  own  prowess  Is  con- 
cerned, the  British  foci  deej)  satisfa.'- 
llon  that  the  navy  has  proved  suffi- 
ciently equal  to  its  work  up  to  date,  to 
make  It  possible  to  land  on  the  conti- 
nent a  large  army  before  a  naval  battio 
has  been  fought,  with  the  .same  preci- 
sion ami  lack  of  ca.suailles  as  if  it  hail 
been  manoeuvres  instead  of  actual  war- 
fare, and  to  clear  the  Atlantic  so  thatj 
commerce  can  pursue  Its  peaceful  way 
and  food  supplies  can  be  brouglit  front 
the  Scndlnavlan  coast  over  the  North, 
Sea. 

LONlKiX.  Aug,  18. — The  Daily  Tele- 
graph's correspondent  at  Boulogne  tele- 
graphs the  experience  of  the  Britleli 
soldiers    there:

'M.S  the  Kilties  swung  down  the  hill 
toward  the  train  the  crowd  pressed  for- 
ward engerly  to  shake  the  hnads  of 
each  soldier  and  express  delight  at  tha 
Scotchmen  once  move  fighting  fop 
France. 

"As  the  soldiers  approached  the  sta- 
tion to  the  soimd  of  the  bagpipes,  tho 
crowd  became  more  insistent  and  mora 
enthusiastic.  The  soldiers  marched 
gaily  and  are  not  abashed  even  when 
some  old  woman  or  young  maid  rushea 
out  to  bestow  a  klsa.  This  frequently 
happens  and  amuses  the  crowd  hugely*

In  response  to  advertlse- 
ments  Inserted  In  the  local  press,  ask- 
ing owners  to  offer  vacant  property  on 
short  leases  .so  that  persons  with  llm- 
Iteil  capital  may  have  an  opportunity 
of  securing  small  holdings  on  which  to 
grow  crops  and  enter  the  livestock 
Industry,  a  number  of  most  encouraging 
replies  have  been  received,  while  a 
large  number' of  applications  from  pros- 
pective settlers  have  al.so  been  received. 
The  result  has  encouraged  Commlsaion- 
ei  Cuthbert  to  ask  the  council  of  the 
association  t.i  appoint  a  committee  to 
deal  with  the  matter.  .\t  yeaterdij '.s 
meeting  this  suggestion  was  approved.

He  pleaded  guilty  on  Mon- 
day and  has  elected  for  trial  by  a  high- 
er court.  In  the  course  of  the  evidence 
given  by  the  secretary  of  fh»  Great 
West  Fl.shorles  Co..  of  which  the  defend- 
ant was  president.  It  was  observed  l>y 
the  magistrate  that  prosecution  for 
conspiracy  almost  seemed  warranted, 
and  that  It  lookc<l  as  though  R.  Wolff, 
who  Invested  In  the  concern,  had  been 
victimized.

Cary 
Wood,  Intimated  that  practically  all  its 
cash  support  had  been  received  from 
Wolff.  The  latter,  while  on  the  stand, 
explained  that  Sword's  position  had 
boen  that  of  president  and  general  man- 
ager. Karly  In  February  he  had  gone 
to  N'analmo  where  the  company  had 
some  equipment.:  On  his  return  he  had 
produced  some  documents  among  which 
were  the  receipts  alleged  to  be  forged. 
Of  these  .the  chief  purported  to  be  an' 
fisknowledgement  (by  "A,  M.  Gillis," 
of  ?.15  for  the  hire  of  a  scow  and  tho 
placing  of  piles  at  the  w-harf.  L.ater, 
the  witne."«  said,  he  visited  Nanalnio  to 
inspect  the  plant.  He  found  that  there 
were  no  piles  and  that  nothing  had 
been  done  at  the  wharf. 

Continuing,  Wolff  .said:  "l  ;^aw  tho 
accused  In  tin?  office  as  soon  n.s  T  got 
hack.  r  called  him  a.  forger  and  told 
him  point  blank  that  no  work  had  been 
done  at  the  whaj-f  at  Xanalmo.  and  that 
the  reieli>l  must  be  a  false  one.  I  said 
T  had  seen  GIUls  and  he  dented  entirely 
ever  doing  any  work  on  the  premiers. 
The  accused  replied  that  he  did  not 
care   If   he  did   ten   years   in  tho  peji."

Minister  of  Public  Works  Bacl< 
From  Dawson  With  Tale  of 
Outburst  of  Patriotism  on 
News  of  War. 


"My  conception  of  tin  lucaniut;  of  the 
word  Kmplre  was  broa<Jenod  during  my 
visit  lo  the  Yukon  country,  i  was  in 
White  Horso  when  news  came  that 
Great  Britain  was  at  war  with  Ger- 
many, and  the  responsive  outburst  of 
patriotism  amongst  the  people  there, 
removed  though  they  were  by  vast  dla- 
tancea  of  many  thousands  of  miles,  ^au 
instantaneous  as  an  electric  flash. 
Miners,  whose  thoughts  tho  moment  be- 
fore were  solely  concerned  with  the 
matter  of  gold,  threw  aside  their  daily 
routine  and  expressed  a  desire  to  vol- 
unteer, ft  was  very  inspiring.  When  I 
proceeded  to  Dawson  I  found  that  tho 
whole  populance  was  talking,  -  not  o^ 
the    conaeQuencgg    of    the    tep-lble    war. 


but  of  what  could  be  done  to  help  Brit- 
ain." 

These  observations  wore  made  yester- 
day by  the  Hon.  Thomas  Taylor,  Min- 
ister of.  Public  Works,  who  unexpected- 
ly returned  to  t|je  city  from  a  lengthy 
trip  North,  which  reached  as  far  as 
Dawson,  the  capital  of  the  Yukon.  It 
had  been  the  Intention  of  the  Minister, 
on  returning  to  Prince  Rupert,  to  pro- 
ceed Kast  over  tho  line  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  to  Prince  George.

what problematical,  and  the  Minister 
decided  to  come  on   to  Victoria. 

"I  had  an  exceptionally  intereHting 
trip."  said  Mr.  Taylor,  "Th«  weather 
was  delightful  all  the  time,  and  we  were 
able  to  view  the  country  under  the 
most  favorable  auspices.  Conditions 
seemed  to  be  quite  normal.  One  is 
very  much  Impressed  with  the  fact  that 
the  day  of  the  Individual  miner  has 
passed  in  the  Yukon  country,  matlo 
famous  the  world  over  by  the  Klondike 
ru.sh  in  1897.  Most  of  the  placer  min- 
ing on  any.  large  scale  is  now  In  the 
hands  of  the  big  companies,  and  the  ag- 
grcgat,-^  number  of  mineri»  employed  In 
the  camps  is.  of  course,  smaller  than 
was  the  case  when  every  man  was  out 
on  his  own  hook.  Then  again  the  em- 
ployment of  modern  methods  of  mining 
has  had  the  effect  of  further  curtail- 
ing the  number  of  men  employed.  I

Wew  Telephone  »atea — A  general  re- 
duction in  long  distance  telephone  vales 
has  been  made  by  the  B.  C.  Telephon'J 
Company.  The  new  rates  became  effec- 
tive on  July  28  last.  The  rates  from 
Victoria  to  Keatlngs,  Sidney.  GolJ- 
strtam  and  Humpback  were  all  3ie<^>iced. 
A  special  night  rate  has  also  been 
adopted  whereby  between  7  p  m.  and  0 
a.m.,  three  times  the  regular  uay  period 
of  conver.sation  may  be  had  at  the 
regular  day  rate.  For  example,  the  rate 
to  Duncan  Is  30  cents  for  two  minutes 
and  10  cents  for  each  additional  minute. 
The  new  night  rate  gives  six  minutes 
for  30  cents  and  three  minutes  for  each 
additional  10  cents.  Appointments  may 
be  made  any  time  during  the  day  for 
a  night  rale  call.  These  night  rates 
do  not  apply  to  any  point  outside  the 
Provlnct;. 

Water  Bate  Oon(«rcnc»— Considera- 
tion of  the  water  question  took  place 
yesterday  afternoon  at  a  joint  confer- 
ence between  committees  representing 
the  councils  of  the  city  and  Saanich. 
The  rate  to  be  charged  by  the  city  for 
a  supply  of  water  in  bulk  at  the  Saan- 
ich boundary  to  the  latter  municipality 
was  ibo  chief  point  of  discussion.

Uistrativo  ot  Victoria  and  Its  attrac- 
tions as  a  tourist  centre,  has  been  is- 
sued as  follows:  50,000 .  leaflets.  •  "Vic- 
toria, the  Pacific  Gateway  of  Canada"; 
3,000  booklets,  "Fishing,  Shooting  and 
Motoring";  600  leaflets,  "Government 
and  Railway  Exi>endlture  in  and  Near 
Victoria."

Tho  movement  on  the  part  of  tho 
Women's  Institutes  to  have  In  central 
places  demonstration  homes  is  well 
worthy  the  consideration  of  the  author- 
ities, both  Provincial  and  national,  who 
have  the  encouragement  of  agriculture 
at  heart. 

Canada  cannot  do  the  world  any 
greater  service  at  this  time  than  to  In- 
crease her  output  of  food.  There  are 
great  areas  yet  uncultivated,  not  only 
on  the,  Praries  but  In  our  own  Province. 
Kven  should  this  deplorable  war  end 
sooner  than  any  otie  of  us  dare  hope 
the  countrleJ  of  Kurop«.  except  Russia, 
cannot  very  greatly  Increase  their  sup- 
ply of  food  under  present  comlitions. 
Armies  of  mechanics  and  factory  work- 
ers need  maintenance  qulto  aS  iDUOh  as 
dc  soldiers. 

If  the  war  continues  and  th«  fields 
of  Ktiropc,  are  left  untllled  even  for  a 
single  season,  the  need  will  he  far 
greater. 

Not  the  least  factor  In  the  crowding 
of  families  Into  the  cities  Is  the  dread 
on  the  part  of  women,  of  the  hard  work 
which  has  hitherto  been  necessary  In 
farm  houses.  espi?clally  If  these  are  In 
newly  settled  districts.  The  want  of 
conveniences  and  of  labor  .saving  de- 
vices In  the  homes  increases  the  amount 
of  labor  that  must  b©  undertaken  by 
a  farmers  wife.  The  city  woman,  who, 
by  turning  a  tap,  caA  hiava  an  abun- 
dance of  hot  and  cold  water,  who  never 
need  leave  the  house  to  carry  away 
dirty  water  and  who  iins  access  to  a 
good  sewerage  system,  does  not  always 
realize    how    ninny    steps    she    Is    saved. 

The  srocer,  the  butcher  and,  if  nec- 
essary, the  baker  come  to  the  door  to 
iMve.s  supplies  for  the  larder,  while 
many  a  (-ountry  woman  must  go  or 
send  (o  the  vlllnge  store  and  Ret  her 
vetrctftbles  In  the  garden  or  field.  These 
are  only  a  few  differences  between 
work  on  the  farm  and  in  the  homo  of 
the  mechanic  or  clork.  Much  might  be 
said  of  the  loneliness  of  farm  life,  hut 
perhaps  the  greater  quiet  Is  a  compen- 
sation  for   this, 

Are  there  any  available  means  with- 
in the  reach  of  the  farmer  and  his  wife 
of  lessening  labor  In  the  kltelien,  the 
woman's  workshop,  Institute  women 
believe  that  there  are,  antf  they  are  ask- 
!nff  that  this  shall  be  demonstrated  to 
all  farmers.  There  are  now  mode] 
farms  In  various  districts.  Wliy  should 
there  not  be  In  connei-tinn  with  eoeh 
of  those  model  fnrni  houses'."  Where 
there  are  not  sueh  conveniences  for  dem- 
onstration, could  not  some  Intelllgeiit 
farmer  and  his  wife  he  Induced  to  show 
what    Is    feasible? 

Institute  women  now  have  the  ml- 
vnntuge  of  lecture^  on  eookiiig,  sewlTiK 
and  other  branches  of  hotisehold  man- 
ugeiiieiit.  These  are  A-ery  valuable.  But, 
after  alt.  thero  Is  a  limit  to  the  In- 
slruciiou  that  can  be  given  and  carried 
away  wlnMi  the  nteeiing  lasts  only  a 
few  hours.  Many  a  time  Ihe  operation 
that  was  so  sureessful  Iti  the  hands  of 
an  expert  falls  miserably  wh^n  under- 
taken by  the  tyro  with  inferior  equlp- 
ment. 

In  an  experimental  home  station, 
there  would  he  room  a  Mil  time  for  ex- 
planation ni\<l  enlargement,  as  well  ns 
demnn.«trntlon. 

It  Is  true  that  those  who  lisve  lived 
In  ICastern  (Canada  know  how  very  eom- 
fortablo  farm  houses  can  be  made.  Rut 
there  was  no  lack  of  willing  bands 
to  perform  the  multitude  of  tasks  un- 
dertaken In  these  homes.  Tn  our  time 
farmers  dnnghter.si  must  go  away  to  the 
factory,  the  store,  the  of  flee,  the  aohool. 
Labor  must  he  saved,  and  In  asking  that 
the  Oovernment  shall  show  them  how 
this  may  best  be  done  the  Institute 
women  are  not  unreasonable.

Harold  u.  Hilton,  formerly  British 
amateur  golf  champion,  believes  that 
there  will  not  be  any  British  entry 
this 'year  for  cither  the  United  States 
open  or  amateur  championship,  and  as 
Mr.  Hilton,  usually  well  informed  of 
the  intended  movements  of  the  British 
golfere,  professional  a.s  well  ;is  ama- 
teur, voiced'  this  opinion  before  the 
outbreak  of  hostilities  in  Europe,  it  is 
pretty  certain  that  both  at  AUdlothian 
and  at  Kkv/anok  the  golfers  of  the 
T'nlted  States  will  have  to  "go  it  alone." 
Writing  toward  the  end  of  ..ifiUy,  Mr. 
Hilton   said:  '.  '■  '^ 

"Th*  American  open  championship  is 
lo  take  place  in  the  third  week  in 
^\ugu8t,  and  it  would  rather  appear  as 
if  we  are  not  to  be  represented  In  the 
event,  aa  If  any  of  our  players  intended 
to  go,  it  is  high  time  that  they  were 
off  to  the  scene  of  action.  •  And  as  yet 
there  do  not  stem  to  be  the  slightest 
t-lgns  ot  any  preparations  for  the  flit- 
ting   aoro.'<K    the    water. 

■■-Sfter  the  defeat  of  Vardon  and  Ray 
lust  back-end,  there  was  a  strong  idea 
prevalent  that  we  should  in  the  present 
year  of  grace  send  a  strong  contingent 
over  In  order  to  recover  the  laurels 
which  our  two  men  had  allowed  to 
escape  them.

"It  was  impossible  to  protest  ajgainst 
this."  says  General  Stein,  •'but  after  the 
war  began  this  conduct  had  to  be  re- 
garded as  an  Infraction  of  Belgian  neu- 
trality by  the  French.  We ,  had  to  act 
with  a|l  speed  and  mobiUKc.  Regiments 
were  sent  to  the  frontier  and  marched 
on  Liege.  Six  weak  brigades,  on  a 
peace  footing,  with  some  cavalry  and 
artillery,    took    Llege. 

"The  brigades  were  mobilized  at  Llege 
and  there  received  as  first  reinforce- 
ments their  own  reserves.  Two  other 
regiments  came  later.  Our  mobilisation 
has  just  finished.  Our  enemies  thought 
that  100,000  Germanis  were  at  Llege, 
and  owing  to  difficulties  wUh  the  cora- 
rrvlssariat  were  unable  to  advance.  This, 
however,    was    a    mistake.

The  names  of  the  ship  and 
her  olTlcers  have  been  given  to  many 
islands,  etc.,  in  these  waters. 

Many  of  the  officers  and  men  of  tho 
Thetis  were  shipipates  of  mine  In  the 
"Nile."  and  we  little  thought  when,  on 
our  return  from  the  Baltic  In  1855,  and 
saw  the  old  ship  lying  in  the  Hamoaze 
at  Devonport,  that  she  was  to  be  the 
school  for  training  sailors  for  a  navy 
that  50  years  afterwards  would  threaten 
our   shores. 

From  this  you  will  see  that  as  the 
German  Empire,  founded  in  ISil,  Is  one 
of  the  youngest  of  empires,  so  their 
navy,  started  by  the.
